Circulars which are being sent: out by 
David W; Blaine. of Pratt County, Kan., 
declare that 20,000- men, 1,000° women 
and. 3,000 teams can find employment in 
IKKansas wheat fields, beginning. in. dune 
and continuing thirty days. ‘This esti- 
mate is based ou present indications ot 
the wheat crop. Should something urise 
to’ decrease the wheat yield, a lesser 
number. will. be required, but no matter 
what the weather conditions may be, nor 


-what the diminution in’ the crop, there 
Swill certainly be need. for a small army 


of harvesters. Persons desiting to work 
in the fields are to-report to the Kansas 
City employment bureau, whence they 
will be assigned to the farms wherever 
needed,

His Duties Rigidly Defined by a Miss- 
ouri Court. 


“An engineer on duty Jias no right 
to administe! a wellanerited: rebuke 
te folhardy boys who happen to be 
standing dangerously close to the 
train.” This reasoning is approved 
by the Supreme Court of Missouri in - 
the action of Livingston vs. the Wa- 
bash Railroad, a Macon county. case. 
The reason for the drastic rule is that 
harm might occur if an engineer, even 
for an instant suffered his eyes to be 
diverted from straight ahead. . 
In. this casé Myrtle Livingstone, wu, 
tliree-and-a-half-year-old girl, was run 
over and killed by a northbound train 
aat defendant's station here March 28, 
1896. As Engincer William Ross, one 
of the oldest and West’on the road, was 


-pulling his train into the yards, he was 


compelled to'sound the danger whistle 
to warn some young men from the 
track.. The noise frightened the girl, 
who ran ‘diagonally ‘across. the plat- 
form and jumped on the rails .a few 
feet ahead of the train. As the engin- 
eer approached the boys held to their 
dangerous position and he was. compel- 
led to’ put ‘his air in the “emergency.’”
